SOUND BUSINESS POLICY. 


"W« have done cur toast to give the 


people the benefit of a reduction in the 
tax rate. With a sound business policy 
having in view tiio progressive needs of 
the county and an economical administra- 
tion of the funds wa could not make any 
further reduction. The story of this year 
ttil! prove, I think, that the rate we 
have fKed \\as necessary and fiat fur- 
ther reduction could not have been made 
without dair.age to the affairs of the 
county." 


Mulllns was invited by the civic asso- 


ciation to explain tho rate as fixed by

"The auditor reported a surplus June 


30, 1912, of $315,000 in the county general 
fund. 
The rate of 88 cents would raise

a saving or surplus of 5S5.000. Adding 
the J3000 of last year, %ve get $100,000. 
This, together with the auditor's surplus 
of $315,000. would make $416,000 in ex- 
cess of money actually needed if no ex- 
traordinary expenses were possible. 


"To conduct the county on a cash ba- 


sis we will allow for 1911-12: Extraordi- 
nary expenses, $105,513; for 1912-1913, ex-

FIGURES MISLEADING. 


"Mr. Kelley's figures on the balancn on 


hand reported by the auditor are some- 
what misleading:," said Mullins. 
"There 


were many bills left over from the last 
fiscal year which came in and cut that 
balance on hand down. It was reported 
July 1 as $315.000 but by September 15 it 
had been reduced to 5262,000 by the pay- 
ment of money on claims contracted in 
1911-1912. 


"We Tm\-e allowed for a cash basis fund.

"This organization has Invited an ex- 


planation of tho county tax rate as llxed 
by tho board of supervisors." said MuJ- 
llns. "r sho.ll confine myotlf to a re- 
view of the actual figures, o copy of 
which I shall file with this organization. 
Tho figures I prestnt are tnken directly 
from the books of tha county and can he 
uuaiiy verified. 


"A large poitlon of the tax rate fixed 


by tho supervisors is compulsory, as it is 
set either by tha voto of tho people, or 
hy tho statutes or *by tha automatic bond 
Interest funds. 
I shall briefly review 


tho various funds. 


COMPULSORY LEVY. 


"The poople voted to levy upon them- 


selves a tax for tho Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational ExpOBltlon fund, this being a 
4-ccnt levy.

"Thn supervisors had direct control 


over two general funds—the county R-CR- 
eral fund, which provides for tho main- 
tenance of nil departments and for ex- 
traordinary expenditures, and the county 
Infirmary fund, which provides for th« 
Infirmary, hospital and tho Indlgents and 
children coming under the care of the 
county.

McCLYMONDS SPEAKS. 


Superintendent McClymonds spoke 
as 


follows:

more money. But it is also true that the 
school population has

at 
a 


greater rate than has the assessed value 
of property. 


"Wo have received $45,000 less than we 


asked. Now it is trus that we can get 
along without this $45,000. but wo can 
save it merely by putting off till next 
year what should be done this and by let- 
ting school yards fall into disrepair and 
liens accumulate against the school de- 
partment when the city forces us to lay 
sidewalks and do other street work. 


"Of tho school appropriation, S2 per 


cent Is for salaries. 
Wo cannot well cut 


down on tho teachers' salaries. Do you 
think that a capable woman Is worth less 
than J1200 a year after she has worked 
for years to gain exporienco and special 
training to teach your children?" 


President Gorman of the civic associa- 


tion asliod MtiliiJKJ If tho rule could bu 
changed at this time and was informed 
that It could not. 


J. TV. Phillips, a member of the organi- 


zation, moved a vote of thanks to the 
speakers of tho evening for their courtesy. 


ADDRESS BY PLEHN. 


Professor Carl Plehn of tho State Uni- 


versity, delivered an Interesting address 
on tho home rule taxation amendment 
Professor Plehn spoke as follows:

about reform in tiucutlun. ilust ot the 
«tmo I have talked to empty benches. 
When eventually tho question of reform of 
Gt*to taxation rvas at last put before the 
people in a form in which they could vote 
upon It intelligently they voted for it and 
o»rried it with an overwhelming majority. 


"Tho next great problem which con- 


fronts the people of this State la that 
of the re.form of Iccal taxation.

only reform you can expect Is from the 
formulation of a set cf well established 
rules applied by

I shall at- 
tempt to keep close to the matter ab- 
solutely relative to the amendment itself. 
In the early history ot this city there was 
a man who took up land grants, a man 
named Carpentier. 
Mr. Carpentier and 


the squatters entered into many disputes 
In the title to the land. 
"About that time a newspaperman be- 
came interested in the problem as to 
why, when we were increasing in wealth 
and prosperity, poverty was still in ex- 
istence. 
Tills was Henry George, whose 
'Progress and Poverty' became one of 
the most widelr known books on econo- 
mics. 
The theory of this book was that 
the holding of land out of use for spec- 
ulative purposes was directly responsi- 
ble for the presence of poverty. 
Now 
this amendment is a direct result of the 
propaganda of Henry George and 
his 


single tax followers. 
"Mr. Fels, a millionaire single taxer 
and a follower, has obtained the initia- 
tion of this amendment. If this amend- 
ment were purely a single tax measure, 
1 would leave it to the people of the 
State to thresh it out. But several other 
things have been injected into it. 


CONFUSING, SAYS PLEHN. 


"My first point p.galnst this amend- 
ment is that 
it 
introduces 
confusion. 
Adam Smith laid down certain principles 
concerning taxation which have 
never 
been called into question. One of these 
is that taxes must be certain. 
"I-.et us suppose that under this en- 
abling act everyone of the B9 counties, 
and everyone of the hundreds of cities 
and sanitary and srhool districts adopt a 
different system. You know already how 
uncomfortable is the feeling of uncertain- 
ty from paying taxes in one place and 
manner to" tho city, and 
on 
another 


basis to the county. 
"This is the preat danger of confusion 
and tho danger of frequent change which 
would make the investment of capital. 
"This amendment requires that any 
change in tho taxation system must be 
made by Initiative or referendum at a 
special election at which only this ques- 
tion is to be decided. This. I contend, is 
unnecessarily cumbersome. 
"If tha single tax proponents of this 
measure had put it forward In such a 
manner that it would enable the. various 
communities to adopt a single tax sys- 
tem, wu U.IKIII iiuvo trusted to tno com- 
mon sense of the people not to adopt 
single tax limited to a tax on land values. 
But thoy have incidentally opened the 
door to any and every sort of reform, 
thereby giving the possibility of great 
contusion. . 
. ,, 
„ 
"It seems to me that the solution of 


our present difficulties lies not in the 
direction of decentralization but in the 
direction of greater 
centralization. 
It 
seems to me It would be well to have a 
central bureau of assessment, with atiali- 
fierl and expert assistants. 
"A point upon which tho advocates of. 


thin nn-asuru n-ly vory unfitly ia 
thai. 
each community knows best its 
own 
needs. 
This amendment 
permits 
the 


classification of property for taxation or 
for exemption from taxation. This would 
open the way to a most vicious possi- 
bility of exempting mnmifartiirlPH 
from 
taxation and bad 
internecine ^warfare 
among communities. 
Cnn you see any 


valid reason why a manufacturer who 
Is rich and prosperous should be ex- 
empted? 
Is not this building up special 
privileges nnd placing a new power in 
the hand* of capital?"

Roosevelt as a Conservationist. 


Roosevelt professes a desire to conserve national resources for 


the benefit of the people. He has fumed against the private 
monopolization of water power'until he has made a .great many 
people believe he is the original conservationist. 


But his actions in the past do not square with his present-day 


professions. 
He has given his assent to some of the largest 


monopoly projects in the countiy. He signed bills allowing pri- 
vate persons to utilize the waters of navigable streams to gener- 
ate power for private profit. 


The most notable example is at Keokuk, Iowa, where a plant 


capable of generating 200,000 horsepower is nearing completion.

Its value is now conceded to be 
incalculable. It is estimated that $25,000,000 has been expended 
in damming the river and building the plant, which shows how 
fMiormous'ly valuable the franchise is.
